Reserve for Encumbrances and Accounts Pa)rable

A review of outstanding issued purchase orders was made on a test basis as of June 30, for proper classification of
orders as reserve for encumbrances and accounts payable.

Classification of Expenditures - General and Administrative

The coding of expenditures was tested for proper classification in accordance with N.J.A.C. 6A:23A-16.2(f) as part of
our test of transactions of randomly selected expenditure items. We also reviewed the coding of all expenditures
included in our compliance and single audit testing procedures. In addition to randomly selecting a test sample, we
also reviewed administrative coding classifications to determine overall reliability and compliance with N.J.A.C.
6A:23A-8.2. Overall compliance was noted.

Board Secretary's Records

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Board, we considered the condition of the
Board Secretary's records for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements and not to provide
specific assurance on the condition ofthe records.

Treasurer's Records

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Board, we considered the condition of the
Treasurer's records for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements and not to provide specific
assurance on the condition of the records. No exceptions were noted.

The N.C.L.B. financial exhibits are contained herein within the Special Revenue Section of the District's CAFR. This
section of the CAFR documents the financial position pertaining to projects under Title I, Title II and Title III of the
No Child Left Behind Act.

The study of compliance for the N.C.L.B. did not indicate aîy area of noncompliance.

Our audit procedures included a test of the biweekly reimbursements filed with the Department of Education for
district employees who are members of the Teachers Pension and Annuity Fund. No exceptions were noted.

for Federal

The T.P.A.F. Reimbursement to the State for Federal Salary Expenditures was remitted to the State of New Jersey

prior to the required deadline of October 1,2015. The reimbursement form was reviewed and no exceptions were
noted.

Inasmuch as the system of records did not provide for an accumulation of payments for categories for the performance

of any work or the furnishing or hiring of any materials or supplies, the results of such an accumulation could not
reasonably be ascertained. Disbursements were reviewed, however, to determine whether any clear-cut violations
existed. No exceptions were noted.

Based upon the results of our examination, we did not note any individual payments, contracts, or agreements for the
performance of any work or goods or services, in excess of the statutory thresholds where there had been no
advertising for bids in accordance with the provision of N.J.S.A. 184:184-4, amended.

Resolutions were adopted authorizing the awarding of contracts or agreements for "Professional Services" per

N.J.S.A. 184:184-5.

The system of records did not provide for an accumulation of purchases for which the school board used contracts

entered into by the State Department of Purchase and Property pursuant to Ch. 1 14, P.L. 1977, therefore, the extent of
such purchases could not reasonably be ascertained.

School Food Service

The financial transactions and statistical records of the School Food Service Fund were reviewed. The financial
accounts were reviewed on a test-check basis without exception.

The District did not participate in the National School Lunch Program in frscal year 2015.

The District utilizes a food service management company (FSMC) and is depositing and expending program monies
in accordance with N.J.S.A. l8A:I7-34, and 19-l through l9-4.1. Provisions of the FSMC contracVaddendum were
reviewed and audited. The FSMC contract includes an operating results provision which guarantees that the food
service program will generate a profit. The operating results provision has been met, Food Service accounting
records maintained by the District's central administration were reconciled with the records maintained by the food
service contractor.

Cash receipts and bank records were reviewed for timely deposit. No exceptions were noted.

Expenditures were separately recorded as food, labor and other costs. Vendor invoices were reviewed and costs

verified on a test basis. Inventory records on food supply items were curuently maintained and properly applied in
determining the cost of food and supplies used.

Time sheets and payroll records provided to the District by the Food Service Contractor were reviewed on a test-
check basis.

The cash disbursements records reflected expenditures for program related goods and services. The appropriate
revenue and expenditure records were maintained in order to substantiate the nonprofit status of the School Food
Service Fund.

The District has a Type 2 SOC1 report (Service Organization Controls Report) of the food service management
company on file as required by state requirements.

Student Bod)¡ Activities

In planning and performing our audit of the financial statements of the Board, we considered the condition of the

records of the Student Activities Fund for the purpose of expressing our opinion on the financial statements and not to
provide specifìc assurance on the condition of the records. Based on these procedures, we have no comments.

Application for State School Aid

Our audit procedures included a test of information reported in the October 15,2014 Application for State School Aid
(A.S.S.A.) for on-roll, private schools for the handicapped, low income and bilingual education students. We also

performed a review of the District procedures related to its completion. The information on the A.S.S.A. was

compared to the District workpapers with minor exceptions. The information that was included on the workpapers
was verifred on a test basis with minor exceptions. The results of our procedures are presented in the Schedule of
Audited Enrollments.

The District maintained workpapers on the prescribed State forms or their equivalent.

The District's written procedures for the recording of student enrollment data appear to be adequate.

Pupil Transportation

Our audit procedures included a test of on-roll status reported on the 2014-2015 District Report of Transported
Resident Students (DRTRS). The information that was included on the DRTRS was verified to the DRTRS
Eligibility Summary Report with one minor exception. The results of our procedures are presented in the Schedule of
Audited Enrollments.

Our procedures also included a review of transportation related contracts and purchases. Based on our review, the
District complied with proper bidding procedures and award of contracts. No exceptions were noted in our review of
transpoftation related purchases ofgoods and services.

Facilities and Capital Assets

Our procedures included a review of the SDA grant agreements for consistency with recording SDA revenue and

awarding contracts for eligible facilities construction.

Travel Exnense and Reimbursement Policy

Travel regulations require each District to adopt a formal policy and procedure pertaining to travel and expense

reimbursement for its employees and board members. The regulations require the District to establish maximum
travel for the year and to account separately that the maximum is not exceeded. The regulations also require that all
travel be approved prior by the Board of Education and that the approval must be itemized by event, event total cost,

and individuals attending.

Our review of the travel policies and records revealed that the District is in general compliance with the travel
regulations.

Management Suggestions

Deferred Compensation Plans

The District has a fiduciary responsibility to its employees related to the deferred compensation plans offered by the

District. The District should consider a periodic review of the benefits, features, costs, and performance of its
deferued compensation plans and make that information available to employees to assist employees in making suitable

choices for investing their retirement funds while fulfilling the District's fiduciary responsibilities.

Independent Contractors vs. Employees

The District should consider reviewing the status of "Independent Contractors" utilized by the District with Internal
Revenue Service guidelines for determination of employment status. The IRS has been reviewing employers,

including governments, to determine compliance. A proactive approach may help to minimize or eliminate potential
penalties related to incorrect employment status determination.

Continuing Disclosure Requirements

In connection with the issuance of bonds by a school district, the District agrees to the continuing disclosure of certain

information to the Electronic Municipal Market Access ("EMMA") website under the auspices of the Municipal
Securities Rulemaking Board. The District should ensure that all continuing disclosure requirements with respect to

the District's bond issuances are met. These requirements include filing of certain financial information such as audit

reports, budgets and certain operating data.

Single Audit

Effective for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2016,there will be significant changes to the Single Audit. These changes

include the following:
o An increase in the single audit threshold
o Low risk auditee criteria
. Type A and B threshold
o Coverage requirements for major programs tested for both low risk and non-low risk auditees.

Additionally, the cost principles and administrative requirements such as A-87 have been consolidated under the OW
Unifurm Guidsnce: Cost Principles, Audit and Administrative Requirements for Federal Awards. This guidance was

effective December 26,2014 for all new federal awards and for any additional funding for existing awards made after

December 26,2014.

Governmental Accounting Standards Board Statements:

The next Governmental Accounting Standards Board ("GASB") statement which will have a significant impact on the

District will be GASB#75, Accounting and Financial Reporting for Postemployment Benefits Other than Pensions,

will be effective for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2018. This standard replaces GASB#45, Accounting and
Financial Reporting þr Postemployment Benefits Other than Pensions. It is similar to GASB Statement No. 68,

Accounting and Financial Reporting for Pensiozs GASB#68 in that successful implementation of this standard will
require the provision of certain key financial and non-financial information from the New Jersey Division of
Pensions.
